ARTICLE 1. Toraise and appropriate such sums of

Selectmen’s Report 
To the Citizens of Whately: 


We still have not been able to get the City of 
Northampton to make the necessary changes on the high 
slope and drainage, on the section of Conway Road that 
they constructed. We made an appointment with the 
Mayor of Northampton last summer. At this meeting he 
promised that he would look into the matter and let us 
know of his findings. We have not heard from him yet and 
we still have not accepted that section of highway. 


The land taking proceedings were completed on 
Masterson Road in early spring. The Town was fortunate 
because all land involved in the taking was given to the 
Town. Last summer much time and money was spent on 
the south end of the road. We were able to widen and gravel 
the road up to the last new home. 


The section of Chestnut Plain Road starting from the 
Hatfield line to the Merit White property was completed 
except for a few odds and ends. The entire length of 
Chestnut Plain Road is speed zoned. The speed limit signs 
will be put up in the spring. 


Last fall the selectmen held an on-site informal 
meeting with the abuters of Chestnut Plain Road from the 
Merit White property to the John Baker property. Also 
invited to this meeting were the Planning Board, Conser- 
vation Commission and Highway Superintendent. At this 
time there were no objections to the proposed reconstruc- 
tion of that section of highway. The plan was then 
submitted to the Planning Board. We are working with the 
Planning Board, Conservation Commission and Finance 
Committee to agree on a plan that will be most beneficial 
to the town. 


Bids were accepted for a new cab and chassis for the 
highway Dept. last March, 1974. We still do not have the 
truck, a March ’75 delivery is expected. 


We are planning to reconstruct a section of Dickinson 
Hill Road this spring. The lower part of the hill needed 
subdrainage and some widening to make it safe for two 
way traffic. We have met with the abuters and they do not 
object to the proposed project. The project was submitted 
to the planning board and approved by them. 
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Last spring the Selectmen petitioned the County 
Commissioners to discontinue an unusued section of Mill 
Hill Road. This they finally did and now we are waiting for 
the County Engineer to make a recommendation on the 
disposition of the stone retaining wall. 


The State Aid for highways has been changed 
considerably during the last year. The new programs are 
basicly the same as the old Chapter 90 construction and 
maintenance and Chapter 81 maintenance. Chapter 765 
will take care of highway construction funds. Chapter 497 
and Chapter 825-Section 1 will take care of general 
highway maintenance. Chapter 1140-Section 20 will take 
care of permanent type reconstruction projects. Chapter 
825-Section 3 will be an estimated receipt on the Fiscal ’76 
cherry sheet. Chapter 497 also is an estimated receipt on 
the fiscal ’76 cherry sheet. 


Stanley Ashman of Long Plain Road has been 
appointed building commissioner for the Town. His 
appointment was effective Jan. 1, 1975. Applications fora 
building permit may be obtained at the town clerks office 
or at the home of Mr. Ashman. All applications have to be 
submitted to the building commissioner for his approval 
and a building permit. 


The Selectmen also purchased a copying machine, 
given approval at Oct. Special Meeting, for all 
departments in the town to use. It is located in the 
Selectmen’s Office. 


The dump is still a problem which deserves some 
thought of every citizen. With the help of the attendant 
and the towns people we have been able to keep it looking 
pretty good. However, we cannot expand*dumping in that 
area because of the high water table and the swamp to the 
east of the site. 


Also the Town has supported the Frontier Senior 
Center for the past two years. The selectmen feel it is a 
very good program and hope that all eligible persons will 
take part. 
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The number of building permits are down from the 
1973 figures.

Selectmen 
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Detailed consideration has been given to the recommended 
appropriations for the Fiscal Year 1976, and it was found to be 
very difficult to hold most of the figures to the previous year’s 
amounts. Inflation and the demands of the utilities and fuel 
(gasoline & fuel oil) necessitate increase that cannot be denied. 


Highway funds, however, are mostly provided by State 
grants, with no matching funds required, and where ap- 
propriations are required they are offset by available funds on the 
Cherry Sheet. 


The matter of revaluation of all real estate in the town has 
become an absolute must by order of the Supreme Judicial Court, 
and must be completed within several years. Therefore, assessors’ 
tax maps must first be obtained at a considerable cost not yet 
determined. This cost will not be known at the time of the annual 
town meeting, but an article will ask that the assessors be 
authorized to obtain bids to be acted on at a later special town 
meeting. 

After the maps are ready, in possibly two years, revaluation 
by an outside specialist will have to be funded at a later date. 

The transfer of the S. White Dickinson Aged Persons Fund to 
the S. White Dickinson Library has been objected to by the State 
Attorney General, so this fund is still available for special grants 
by the selectmen. 

We wish to compliment all departments for keeping their 
expenditures within their budgets during the difficult 18-month 
fiscal change-over period.

I hereby submit my 1974 report as Fire Chief for the 
Town of Whately. The department had a total of sixty- 
eight calls; 31 Fire, 36 Emergency Vehicle, 1 False Alarm.

Tri-State Fire Mutual Aid was called to Whately three 
times. 


In 1974 we had fewer fire calls than in 1973; however, 
two serious house fires were recorded. One of the worst 
fires ever in Whately was on North Street, where two 
people were removed over ladders, and one person carried 
out unconscious by firefighters with air packs. Fortunate- 
ly the trained personnel who were at the scene were able to 
save this young man’s life. Although flames were leaping 
from the house when we arrived, the fire was halted, and 
the house is again being occupied. The other house, 
practically completed by a young couple, was badly 
burned inside while they were away at work. Although 
extensive damage was done inside, the structure was 
saved. 


In March of 1974 a new 1,000 gallon pumper - 750 
gallon tank fire truck was ordered by vote of the

Townspeople. This Maxim equipment is expected to arrive 
in April or May, 1975. The Town should be proud of this 
equipment and it is of ample capacity for future needs.

In 1974 some members of the Fire Department 
renewed their Red Cross First Aid training, and some 
others, as well as interested citizens, have participated in 
the Emergency Medical Training Program.

Tri-Town Beach Study Com- 
mittee 


Our committee met jointly with the committees from 
Deerfield and Sunderland during the past year to discuss 
the possibility of Sunderland buying into the Tri-Town 
Beach District. 


Mr. Roger Bean and Mr. Edward Crafts, both of whom 
have worked on the Tri-Town Beach District since its 
inception, made available complete background informa- 
tion concerning the project. 


The original cost projections were for the three towns. 
When Sunderland voted not to participate, Whately and 
Deerfield continued the project, but agreed that there 
would be no further capital expenditures until the original 
bond issues were paid. The final payment was made 
during 1974. 


The percentage figures for cost allocations, on a 
population basis, are Deerfield 77% and Whately 23%. 
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To include Sunderland, at this time, and using the 
latest State Census figures (1971), the new ratio would be; 
Deerfield 53%, Sunderland 31%, and Whately 16%. 


The committee from Sunderland is in favor of joining 
the Tri-Town Beach District, However, their annual town 
meeting is not held until April, so we will not know the 
sentiments of the town until that time. 


The only reservation of the Sunderland Committee is 
that they want assurance that if they do join, their 
payment will not go to the towns of Whately and Deerfield, 
but will be used to enlarge and improve the present beach 
facilities. 


The original: plans for the development of the Tri- 
Town Beach District included the cooperation of Whately, 
Deerfield and Sunderland. Our study committee found 
that it is still feasible that the bathing area could include 
all three towns, providing the present facilities are 
enlarged. 


The Tri-Town Beach Study Committee recommends 
that the citizens of Whately voice their sentiments and 
vote whether or not they wish to invite Sunderland to buy 
into the Tri-Town Beach District.

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Report of 
Town Dump 
Investigation Committee 


Between May and September, the Dump Site In- 
vestigation Committee viewed fourteen sites, six of them 
in consultation with Mr. Peter Mokrzecky, a represen- 
tative of the State Division of Environmental Health, and 
of these six, three in consultation with Mr. Joseph Dupuis, 
a representative of the State Water Pollution Control 
Division as well. In evaluating sites, the Committee was 
guided by such considerations as relevant state statutes, 
the relation of the site to the water table and to probable 
patterns of ground water migration; the likelihood of 
water or other pollution; the availability of cover material; 
accessibility; and probable expense of land acquisition, 
site preparation, and operation of a facility. 


On June 28, a hearing was held to examine the 
question whether one of the three sites evaluated by the 
Committee with representatives of DEH and WPCD was 
assignable as a sanitary landfill site. As a result of 
discussion at this meeting, the Board of Health decided 
not to pursue further the question of the suitability of this 
site. 


As a further result of discussions at this meeting, the 
Committee invited the town Planning Board and the town 
Conservation Commission to send representatives to 
future Committee meetings. Mr. Albert Zaskey, Planning 
Board chairman, Mr. Paul Fleuriel, Mr. Gary Lawrence, 
and Mr. Henry Baldwin attended one or more meetings. At 
these and other meetings, the question of the location of a 
new sanitary land-fill site was informally expanded to 
include discussion (a) recycling, (b) regional cooperation, 
and (c) contract solid waste disposal. The Committee 
visited the dump operated by the towns of Heath, Hawley, 
and Charlemont in the town of Heath; the opinion of the 
Committee was that the situation of Whately in relation to 
its neighbors was sufficiently different from that of any of 
those towns to make extremely difficult the application of 
that model to Whately. 
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In the absence of clear reeommendations from state 
agencies, based on clear conclusions from studies of 
feasible solutions to the problems of solid waste disposal 
in towns in Whately’s situation, the Committee is unable 
to recommend a site for adump and urges the Town to find 
adequate means of studying all aspects of the problem and 
drawing up a plan to solve it.

The bonds in the vault at Pioneer National Bank- 
Hampshire were found in good order as to number and 
value. 


The many savings bank books representing deposits 
in area savings banks were examined in detail, and 
transactions found accurate and up to date. 

No descrepancies were found in the Treasurer’s 
accounts. 

Actual count of cash on hand added to the verified 
balance in the checking account at Pioneer National 
Bank-Hampshire revealed that the Treasurer had on hand 
the sum of $128,481.78 to be added to two Savings Bank 
Accounts considered as “cash” as follows: Florence 
Savings Bank $5,284.39; Easthampton Savings Bank

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Report of 
The Planning Board 
To the Citizens of Whately: 


The principal issue before the Planning Board in 1974 
was highway construction. 


The continued construction at Chestnut Plain Road 
was the subject of many meetings. In question was how to 
resolve the situation where part of the road had been 
constructed according toa plan drawn by theState D.P.W. 
which had never veen referred to the Planning Board 
according to Section 81-I of Chapter 44. 


In anticipation of starting construction of the next 
section of Chestnut Plain Road, the selectmen referred the 
original plan to the Planning Board for comments. 


The planning Board refused to approve this plan, 
Book #11478-1176611681 from the Merit White property to 
the John Baker house, since Chestnut Plain Road is a 
legal secnic road and this plan would destroy the 
character of the road. 


The Conservation Commission is also involved in this 
matter. At a joint meeting of the three boards, the 
Conservation Commission offered to draw a new plan for 
this section of road that we hope may be acceptable to all 
parties. 


The following road referrals were approved by the 
Board:

The Nursing Agency, known as the Ashfield, Con- 
way, Sunderland, Whately Nursing Agency, continues to 
serve the above towns with home care, public services, and 
school nursing. | 


Home nursing services are provided on an interim 
basis with a physician’s order so that the patient can 
remain at home of possible or be discharged earlier from 
an institution and still be kept in contact with the 
physician through Public Health nurse care and observa- 
tion. A total of 67 home nursing visits were made in 
Whately this past year. All fees collected, either from the 
patient’s insurances or the individual, are turned over to 
the Town Treasurer in which that patient resides. 


An informative film of “Self-Breast Examination’’, as 
presented by the Cancer Society, was shown to interested 
residents last spring. A blood pressure screening clinic 
was held this fall and found to be accepted with 
enthusiasm. I also participate in the monthly blood 
pressure clinics at the Frontier Senior Center.

Dear Mr. Filipkowski: 


I am submitting to you my 1974 Annual Report of the 
Whately Elementary School. 


FISCAL CYCLE 


We have finished with the eighteen (18) months 
budget and are now in the fiscal cycle of July 1 - June 30. 
The transition went much smoother than many had 
anticipated. 


IMPLEMENTATION 


As of 1 September 1974 we were required to start the 
implementation of the Comprehensive Special Education 
Act of 1974, commonly known as Chapter 766. This is 
definitely landmark legislation as it guarantees each 
child in the state the right to a free public education, 
regardless of handicaps. The period of implementation 
has been, and will be, one of confusion, tension, aggrava- 
tion and frustration, but it will be successful in the long 
run if we center our interest and concern upon helping 
pupils to be more successful in participating in the 
educational process. 


Our first step of implementation started early in 
March and April when the elementary principals, 
kindergarten teachers, speech teacher, guidance 
counselor and school nurses met with me upon several 
occasions to develop a screening process to aid in locating 
members of the September 1974 Kindergarten class who 
might need some additional assistance. Thanks to the 
cooperation of all persons involved, the screening process 
was successful. We will, of course, attempt to improve the 
process for the next screening which has to be completed 
by April 1. This screening will also include pre-school ages 
three and four. 
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The next step was to write up a plan of the program for 
each of the schools in the Union and the Frontier Regional 
School. I met with all of the principals, and they in turn 
prepared the written proposal for each of their schools, 
incorporating in the plan the program presently in 
existence. All plans of implementation were approved by 
the Regional Review Committee. Each year it will be 
necessary to report and up-date the plan. 


At the time of writing, 32 special needs children are 
receiving the following services: 


Speech Therapy 11 
Counselling 15 
Tutoring 4 
Others 2 


Several of these children receive more than one 
service. These figures will fluctuate as various problems 
are remedied and new cases come to our attention. At 
present remedial reading is considered part of the regular 
school program unless other conditions are involved. 
Currently there are twenty-six (26) children in our 
remedial reading program. 


As of December 1, 1974, One (1) full core evaluation is 
in process and one (1) is scheduled. Four (4) partial cores 
are in process, and one (1) is scheduled. 


This new educational service has brought with it the 
usual “blizzard of paper” in the form of reports, records, 
plans and updating of information. All of us have been 
attending workshops designed by the Special Education 
Division of the Department of Education. These are 
necessary in order to update interpretations, requirements 
and reporting, particularly in the area of finance. 


Mr. Louis Abbate who has been acting as Special 
Education Administrator at the elementary school level in 
addition to doing his guidance counselling has been 
appointed Special Education Administrator for Union 38 
and Frontier Regional School District, effective January 
|e bis» 


Greenfield Supplementary Education Center 
(GRACIE), of which all four towns are members, has been 
of great assistance especially in the field of psychological 
testing, social work and diagnostic assistance in prepar- 
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ing the educational plan. We are endeavoring to have an 
in-service course given during the second semester and 
have requested a proposal from the Special Education 
Department, State College in Westfield. 


NEW LEGISLATION 


There was a total of thirty-two (32) educational bills 
that became law during the year 1974. Brief inter- 
pretations of some of the more important ones are as 
follows: 


CHAPTER 492: “Raises the revenue limit on the 
guarantee and changes the aid programs contained in the 
distribution. It provides that regional school aid will be 
paid to regional school districts based on the degree of 
regionalization, the relative fiscal ability of the region and 
the amount of the school’s operating budget. It also 
establishes a new formula for school construction grants 
for projects approved after July 1, 1975” 


Although there are still some technicalities and 
funding to be clarified in Chapter 492 it could be of 
financial assistance to the union towns. To obtain the full 
impact of the legislation, I contacted the Division of 
School Facilities and Related Services and received the 
following reply: 


“T am pleased to forward to you a copy of the analysis 
of the impact of Chapter 492 of the Acts of 1974 if the 
Frontier Regional School District were to extend to include 
grades K-12 with the approval of the Commissioner of 
Education. You will note that there would be $346,309 asa 
financial incentive based upon 1973-1974 equalized 
valuations and 1972-1973 reimbursable expenditures. 
This money is new additional financial incentive and 
would go directly to the Regional School District with the 
provision that the funds be used to reduce the budget 
assessment to the member towns. The additional 15% of 
Chapter 70 funds as a regional incentive, as you have 
known it, would be discontinued as of the effective date of 
the law. The member towns would continue to receive their 
Chapter 70 funds increased by approximately 15%. As a 
result, you can see that the financial incentive to go K-12, 
amounting to $346,309, is very significant.” 


Complimenting this legislation which has_ been 
adopted, and based upon “Summary Report and 
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Recommendations of the Governor’s Commission on 
School District Organization and Collaboration” Mace 
Report, October 1974, the Department of Education is 
proposing an Act to the General Court abolishing 
Superintendency Unions - “The purpose of this proposal is 
to dissolve superintendency unions by 1978. Currently 
there are thirty-eight such unions in the Commonwealth 
as provided for in Section 61 or 71 of the General Laws. 
Section 7 of the proposed legislation would require school 
districts who are members of existing unions to submit an 
organization plan to the Department of Education no later 
than July 1, 1977. The abolition of superintendency 
unions is consistent with the current move toward 
regionalization of school districts. Consequently, an 
extension of the partial secondary (7-12 or 9-12) regional 
school districts into unified K-12 districts would 
automatically abolish thrity superintendency unions. 


CHAPTER 342: “Provides that no professional can 
be appointed by a school committee unless he or she has 
been recommended by a Superintendent.” 


CHAPTER 773: “Cities and towns will now be reim- 
bursed 65% of the full maintenance cost for a student in 
post-secondary vocational education programs.” Until 
this time, cities and towns were reimbursed 50% (percent) 
of the net maintenance costs. 


CHAPTER 753: “defines instruction in health educa- 
tion to include consumer health, ecology, community 
health, body structure and function, safety, nutrition, 
fitness and body dynamics, dental health, emotional 
development and fire safety.” . 


CHAPTER 715: ‘“‘extends from three to five years, the 
period time allowed for contracts entered into by cities and 
towns for the transportation of students.” 


CHAPTER 613: “The Board of Education is authoriz- 
ed to establish standards and guidelines relative to the 
preparation of school budgets, based on programs and 
objectives, and on the form and content of these budgets.” 


CHAPTER 205: “Beginning in 1975, Veterans’ Day 
will be celebrated on November 11 rather than the fourth 
Monday in October.”’ 


CHAPTER 493: “January 15, the birthday of Martin 
Luther King, is now a legal holiday.”

Title II provided the school with a total of $217.00 
which was expended for library books, filmstrips and 
transparencies.

New fire ex- 
tinguishers were donated by the Whately Lions Club; a 
piano was given by Mrs. Marie Gorey and a stove for the 
Hot Lunch Program was given by Mrs. E. R. Barker. 


PERSONNEL 


There were no resignations in the Whately Elemen- 
tary Schools during 1974. Resignations of Union 38 staff 
members were received from Miss Christine Wong, Speech 
and Hearing Therapist; and Mrs. Ruth Lyon, Guidance 
Counselor. Appointments to the Union positions were 
Mrs. Sharon Peiffer, graduate of the University of 
Massachusetts with a major in Speech and Hearing.

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Report of the Art Supervisor 


The curriculum of the past year has been planned to 
continue and expand my general objective that a child 
should learn the basic concepts and principles of art at an 
early age. When a solid foundation is formed in the 
concepts of art the child finds a much smoother transition 
from the elementary art classroom to that of the junior 
high and high school. 


Embodied in the basic goal are many specific things 
which have been done to help the child acquire a sound 
foundation. Lessons have been geared to the child’s 
ability to perceive the world about him. The curriculum 
has been varied to stimulate his interest. An effort has 
been made to acquire through the school and outside 
sources new and different working materials. The 
children’s work has been displayed _ extensively 
throughout the schools and community.

School nursing services are provided on a part-time 


basis by the nursing agency, known as the Ashfield, 
Conway, Sunderland and Whately Nursing Agency. 


School health services envelops first aid, assisting 
with medical histories and school examinations, screen- 
ing, testing, health counseling, immunization clinics, 
health programs, record keeping and follow-ups to assure 
effective action on findings and recommendations of the 
school health program. 


Physical examinations have been completed by Dr. 
Boeh for grades 1, 3 and 5. No major defects were found. 


A yearly dental care educational program is held for 
the primary grades. 


A menstrual educational film was shown to the 5th 
and 6th grade girls. A film designed to inform boys of their 
growth and development has been approved by the school 
committee and will be initiated this spring. 


Screening tests for vision and hearing are done 
annually with all students. Many failures were detected 
and referred for follow-up exams. 


We find that our school children are well immunized 
against the communicable diseases. 


Tuberculin testing of the school personnel is now the 
responsibility of the school nurse. 


Many programs and meetings relating to school 
- health were attended. 


Many thanks to all for their cooperation and assis- 
tance with the school health program.
